Honoring the sacrifices of the past

WARE -— Several hundred peo- 
ple were on hand to recognize 
the sacrifices veterans have made 
Monday as the Memorial Day 
parade made its way to Veteran’s 
Park, where a ceremony was held. 

“We’re here to honor all those 
who have gone before us,” said 
Ware Veterans Agent Mark Avis 
as he welcomed the crowd to 
Veteran’s Park. 

“T’m really so thrilled to be 
here with everyone today on this 
somber occasion to honor the 
sacrifice of veterans,” State Sen. 
Anne Gobi. Losing 77 veter- 
ans to COVID-19 at the Holyoke 
Solider’s Home, and hearing the 
families describe their loved one’s 
ordeal, was gut-wrenching, Gobi 
said, as part of her duties on the 
Holyoke Soldier’s Home Oversight 
Committee. State Rep. Donald 
Berthiaume, R-Spencer, and State 
Rep. Todd Smola, R-Warren, also 
serve on that committee. 

“We let them down,” she said. 
“We can and we will do better.” 

Smola agreed that a new, $500 
million Soldier’s Home will built 
in Holyoke, bring state-of-the-art 
care to veterans. Smola said the 
COVID-19 pandemic has made 
the past year on everyone, and no 
group has been as hard hit as vet- 
erans have been. “They’ve been 


isolated and had to change their 
routines completely,’ he said. 

Smola also urged the crowd 
not to let the political divisions of 
the past year affect them. “Don’t 
you ever let anyone make you feel 
embarrassed about this country,” 
he said. 

Retired Sgt. Major Francis 
Bateman spoke about remembering 
the veterans who have lost their 
lives fighting for America and its 
freedoms. 

“Today, we remember all these 
remarkable men and women who 
have fallen in service to this great 
land. 

To date, more than 1.3 million 
of our military members have fall- 
en during more than 12 major mil- 
itary actions, including the Civil 
War, with more than 665,000 dead, 
World War II and World War I, 
Vietnam, Korea, the Revolutionary 
War, and more recently, the wars 
in Iraq and Afghanistan.” No 
matter why any of them joined 
in the armed services, they all 
loved their fellow servicemen and 
women, and duty to their country, 
he said. “Today, we are charged 
with remembering them. Those 
that made the ultimate sacrifice,” 
Bateman said. “A debt that we can 
never repay.”

WARE —- The SelectBoard 
briefly discussed the Main Street 
redesign project at their Tuesday 
meeting. MassDOT and Ludlow 
Construction officials have 
met with town officials this past 
week, according to SelectBoard 
Chairman Keith Kruckas, and the 
work of the Main Street redesign 
project will now proceed. It was 
being held up by the building at 
114 Main St., which has been in 
very poor condition and was 
ordered to be demolished. 

Voters approved $400,000 at a 
March Special Town Meeting to 
bring it down, but the owner, 114 
Main St. LLC, paid for the demoli- 
tion in the end. 

The town would also like to 
address 92-112 Main St., which 
is the neighboring building on the 
other side of 114 Main St. It is 
owned by Duc Ha, of Newton, and 
he has told Marques in the past that 
he wants to save as much of the 
building as possible. Marques has 
told the SelectBoard that it is in 
very bad shape. The town has cited 
him for several violations. 

Kruckas said he was against 
using taxpayer money to pull the 
neighboring building down, and it 
should be the owner who does so. 
He said Ha had just strung the town 
along for a year and a half, and 
didn’t do any of the things the town 
asked him to. 


Water Resource Committee 

Selectmen decided during their 
Tuesday meeting to give the Ware 
Resource Committee, which it cre- 
ated earlier this year, parameters to 
their work and goals it wants the 
group to meet. 

Before the decision was made 
there was some acrimonious back 
and forth discussions between 
Ware Resources Committee 
Chairman Terrance Smith, 
SelectBoard Vice Chairman John 
Morrin and Kruckas. 

Morrin started the conversa- 
tion by saying that the committee 
should be disbanded and that “‘it 
was off the rails” and “a disaster,’ 
after Smith gave his opinion during 
the most recent Special Town 
Meeting vote on a proposed water 


and the owner paid for the work. 


filtration plan. Smith said at that 
meeting that the town’s water qual- 
ity meets all necessary standards, 
and there will be additional costs in 
the future including the necessity 
to overhaul the wastewater treat- 
ment plant. 

Smith said the SelectBoard 
could do whatever it wants with 
the committee, which led to several 
minutes of back and forth yelling 
over each other between the three 
men. Smith said the SelectBoard 
members didn’t understand the 
financial implications of choosing 
to build such a plant. They contin- 
ued to talk over each other, with 
Kruckas gaveling the desk several 
times in an effort to regain control. 

“If you don’t like it, get out,” 
Kruckas told Smith numerous 
times, eventually leading Smith to 
leave Town Hall. 

As they argued, resident 
Catherine Buelow-Cascio told the 
board “I’m shocked at what’s going 
on.” She also pointed to Smith’s 
engineering experience with water 
plants, and the need for his exper- 
tise on the committee. She asked 
the SelectBoard to give the com- 
mittee a chance to do ts work as it 
has only had two meetings. One 
was an organizational meeting 
and the second was site visit to

the water treatment plant and the 
wastewater treatment plant. She is 
also a member of the committee. 

SelectBoard member Nancy 
Talbot suggested that instead of 
scrapping the committee, the board 
should set parameters of what work 
it wants the committee to do and 
what goals it wants reached. 

With the unsuccessful war- 
rant article to approve the pro- 
posed water filtration plant two 
weeks ago, the full plan to work 
on the discolored water and make 
improvements to the water sys- 
tem must be looked at again, and a 
step-by-step plan formed, she said. 

“We have to make the voters 
aware,’ Talbot said of scheduled 
increases in water and sewer rates 
to pay for improvements, and what 
1s necessary to improve the system. 

Morrin agreed the town did not 
have a comprehensive message that 
it shared with townspeople, and 
that needs to change. 

Talbot also suggested the next 
steps have to be formulated and 
the Water Resource Committee can 
help the board do that. 

“We have to do this incremen- 
tally,’ said SelectBoard Clerk Tom 
Barnes, who is also on the commit- 
tee. Department of Public Works 
Director Gilbert St. George-Sorel 


and Planning and Community 
Development Director Rebekah 
Cornell are also on the committee. 
He said as vice chairman of the 
committee he could bring informa- 
tion back to the SelectBoard. 

Kruckas said priorities need to 
be determined. “We have to find a 
way to get it done,” said Barnes, 
talking about overall improvements 
to the water system. 


Dog issue 

Town Manager Stuart Beckley 
said he and Barnes took a drive by 
the Howard Road address to see if 
improvements had been made to 
keep a “dangerous dog” safely in 
its back yard. He said there is no 
roof on the outdoor area as was 
stipulated in the town’s regulations. 

Although it looked as if the 
owner was going to withdraw 
an appearance in court to appeal 
the ruling on the dog, it appears 
to be going ahead on June 10. 
SelectBoard members may have to 
testify during the hearing. 

Kruckas told Beckley the ani- 
mal control officer should go to the 
home and determine whether the 
dog owner has made all the neces- 
sary protections in the yard.

resident. He said after filling his bird 

feeder “a colorful explosion with some 
old favorites like cardinals, purple finches 
and goldfinches in their new spring outfits, 
along with some new arrivals, a Baltimore 
oriole, a rose-breasted grosbeak and the first 
indigo bunting that my wife had ever seen.” 

The male indigo bunting is a small finch 
about 5 2 inches long and is a deep blue. 
The female is brown with a paler breast. 
The female has faint wing bars. Both have 
a conical bill with the male’s dark gray and 
the female lighter gray. 

The male conspicuously sings from tops 
of trees and shrubs. Its song is a “sweet- 
sweet, chew-chew.” Its call is a sharp “spit” 
and given when someone approaches its 
nest. The female is secretive and her color- 
ing makes her hard to spot. 

The female lays two to six white eggs 
in a nest of dead leaves, weed stems, grass- 
es, and lines with finer grasses and downy 
materials. The indigo bunting places the 
nest in a fork of a tree or shrub. It inhabits 
brush and low trees near open area like 
over-grown fields. They forage on the 
ground and in low foliage for insects, weed 
seeds, wild berries and grains. 

Sugar-loving woodpeckers 

I have a pair of downy woodpeckers, 
which regularly come to my nectar feeder. 
I purchased a new nectar feeder, which has 
a wrap around perch instead of individual 
perches at each nectar port. I think it makes 
it easier for the woodpeckers to grab and 
drink nectar from it. I also have a red-bel- 
lied woodpecker, which sometimes visits 
the nectar feeder. If birds had teeth, I would 
say the woodpeckers had a sweet tooth, 
Since they don’t, I will say they have a 
sweet tongue. 

The red-bellied woodpecker also likes 
the orange half I put out for the Baltimore 
orioles. Between the hummingbirds and the 
woodpeckers, I boil up sugar water daily. I 
mix 14 cup sugar to | cup water. 

The nectar feeder also has a moat, which 
helps keep ants out. I put water in the moat 
to deter the ants and find the small birds like 
chickadees and titmice drink from it. 

Other birds 

I continue to have tufted titmice, a few 
tree sparrows, catbirds, a pair of cardinals, 
blue jays, grackles, and black-capped chick- 
adees. I have a tray feeder, which I fill every 
morning with black oil sunflower seeds. I 
don’t put in a large amount of seeds so there 
will be no seeds left when the bears prowl 
about in the evening and night. The squir- 
rels make sure there is nothing left for the 
bears. I no longer hang suet feeders as the 
bear walked off with the suet cage. I found 
it broken about five feet from my hanging 
pole. The pole has a permanent bend to it, 
also the work of a bear. It is probably time 
for me to buy a new one.

On Jan. 1, 1863, the Emancipation 
Proclamation put an end to slavery in the United 
States, but it took time for the news to advance. 
The state of Texas, for example, did not know 
anything about it until two years later, when 
Union General Gordon Granger arrived in 
Galveston on June 19, 1865, after the War, and 
announced the news to the enslaved people 
there. 

According to History.com, “The day instant- 
ly became an important one to the African 


he crazy heat we had for nearly two 
weeks straight pushed a lot of June 
perennials ahead. Then, the cold rain 
came and has them in a holding pat- 
tern. As I write, my peonies are bud- 
ded up and I am crossing my fingers 
that they will bloom for my early 
June birthday. Read on to learn about 
peonies and two other plants known 
as specimen perennials. 

The word “specimen” has its 
own definition in horticultural terms. 
Specimen plants are special, prized 
for their ability to can stand alone in 
a border or foundation planting. They don’t 
need to be planted in a group of similar or 
differing plants to look their best. Simply 
put, one is enough! These types of plants are 
also known to be extremely hardy and long- 
lived. Nineteenth century gardeners must have 
certainly been aware of these attributes. The 
patterned beds in the Salem Towne garden at 
Old Sturbridge Village highlight three speci- 
men perennials that bloom in June: Gas plant, 
baptisia and peony. 

Gas plant (Dictamnus albus) is probably 
the least known of the three. Stems are deep 
green and stiff, and even at close to three 
feet do not require staking. White flowers 
are borne on terminal spikes and are unique 
in that two of their five petals bend down to 
show-off stamens that curve skyward. The 
common name for this plant comes from the 
volatile oil that is given off by the flowers 
and in its seed pods, and can theoretically be 
ignited on a calm evening. In fact, William 
Prince’s catalog of 1831 notes that “this plant 
exhales inflammable gas!” I have also learned 
first hand that the seed pod causes “photoder- 
matitis.” Exercise caution when working close 
to this plant or you too may end up with a star 
shaped burn on your skin! 

Gas plant is tough to propagate. It is rarely 
successful when divided, and seeds need to be

stratified before being sown. Then they may 
take a good year or more to germinate and 
another couple of years for the plants to get 
to size. 

Baptisia (B. australis), common- 
ly known as false indigo, is another 
specimen that shines in June. The 
plant is reminiscent of lupine and 
suggests a family relation to other 
legumes. Gray-green foliage is pret- 
ty in its own right, until you see the 
beautiful deep blue-purple pea-like 
flower spikes that emerge in mid- 
month. Easily four feet tall and three 
feet wide, one plant is certainly enough per 
grouping. The size of the plant you purchase 
may lead you to think otherwise, though, 
since transplants are usually tiny and take 
a couple of seasons to establish. Site false 
indigo in full sun or partial shade in rich soil. 
Refrain from moving the plant once it reaches 
full size or its deep tap root may be compro- 
mised. Blackish seed pods are hardly decora- 
tive on the plant, but do look nice in autumn 
decorations. 

My favorite specimen of all is saved 
for discussion last: the peony. Perhaps I 
am biased because I grew up with a divi- 
sion of my Babci’s (Grandmother’s) plant in 
my childhood garden. Frilly and bubblegum 
pink, this flower was always cut and put in a 
vase just in time for my birthday! The vari- 
ety we had was likely ‘Monsieur Jules Elie’ 
introduced in 1888, and available in nearby 
New York in 1917. ‘Festiva Maxima’ is the 
white splashed red flowered variety grown 
at the Towne garden as well as in my home 
landscape these days, alongside a division of 
Babci’s plant. 

Choose a location that receives six or more 
hours of sun a day for your peony. If your soil 
is average, the addition of a balanced fertilizer 
may be all that is necessary at planting. Bear 
in mind that too much nitrogen will encourage 


lots of leaves but few roots and flowers. An 
established peony is drought resistant, but if 
spring rains are scarce, a weekly watering will 
promote good flowers. 

Heavy peony flowers, especially the 
old-fashioned types will no doubt bow down 
to the ground in the wind and rain unless 
staked. I usually pick some for the vase in 
the bud stage in an attempt to avoid this task, 
but nevertheless staking makes the plant 
nice and tidy and should be accomplished. 
Middle weight bamboo stakes inserted into 
the ground on the outer edge of the plant cut 
to three-quarters its height, work well. Run 
two rows of twine or jute at one third and two 
thirds up the bamboo, respectively. Simply 
start by tying a knot on one stake, wrapping 
around the next and tightening as you go. If 
green bamboo and jute are used the staking 
will hardly be visible, especially if you don’t 
tighten so much that it looks unnatural. 

One year my peony buds wilted and dried 
up just prior to bloom. The culprit was botry- 
tis. Good hygiene can reduce the risk of this 
fungus invading your garden. Each fall simply 
cut the stems of herbaceous peonies down to 
the ground. Haul them off to the trash, don’t 
compost. If watering 1s necessary, do so early 
in the morning and water at the plant’s base 
rather than overhead to keep foliage dry. Any 
stems that show signs of wilting should be cut 
away and thrown in the trash as well. 

Plant specimen perennials in your land- 
scape for years of enjoyment.

Should my wife 
wait until age 
70 to claim?

Dear Rusty: I’m 74 and receiving my 
Social Security benefits. My wife is 68, and 
we are delaying her benefits until she’s 70. But 
I read an article about a wife receiving half of 
her husband’s benefit, which makes me won- 
der if my wife waiting is smart. Please let me 
know your thoughts. Signed: Wondering 


Dear Wondering: Your wife waiting until 
she is 70 to claim her own Social Security 
retirement benefit may be a smart move, but 
only if her age 70 benefit will be more than 
the benefit she is already entitled to as your 
spouse. Her benefit as your spouse is 50% of 
the benefit you were entitled to at your full 
retirement age (66). She would get that 50% 
because she has already reached her own full 
retirement age (FRA), but your wife’s spousal 
benefit doesn’t grow beyond what she’s enti- 
tled to at her FRA. Her own Social Security 
retirement benefit, however, grows by .667% 
per month until she is 70, at which point it 
reaches maximum (32% more than her FRA 
benefit amount). So, the question is, which 
will be higher: her spouse benefit, or her age 
70 benefit? If the answer is her spousal bene- 
fit, then she should claim that now. But if the 
answer is her age 70 benefit, waiting until she 
is 70 makes more sense. 

There is, however, another option which 
would work even better if your wife’s own 
benefit at age 70 will be her highest. Since 
you are already collecting, and because your 
wife was born in 1953, she is eligible to file 
a “restricted application for spousal benefits 
only.” Doing so would allow her to collect her 
50% spouse benefit from you now, while still 
allowing her own Social Security retirement 
benefit to grow to maximum at age 70. That 
would give your wife half of your FRA benefit

American citizens of Texas, who held annu- 
al celebrations and even made pilgrimages to 
Galveston each Juneteenth.”

Benjamin Franklin, the Continental 
Congress’s envoy to France, was not enthu- 
siastic about having 19-year-old Marquis de 
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amount each month, while she simultane- 


ously maximizes her own Social Security 
retirement benefit. Then at age 70, when her 
personal benefit reaches maximum, she can 
switch to her own higher benefit. I suggest 
that your wife get a Statement of Estimated 
Benefits from Social Security to determine 
if her age 70 benefit will be higher than her 
spouse benefit. If so, she can file the “restrict- 
ed application for spouse benefits only” and 
then simply wait until she is 70 to switch 
from her spouse benefit to her own higher 


benefit (32% more than her FRA amount). 


Note that this “restricted application 
for spouse benefits only” option is no lon- 
ger available to anyone born after January 
1, 1954, but is still available to your wife 
because she was born before that. Unless her 
spousal benefit will be her highest, I suggest 
that your wife file the “restricted application 
for spouse benefits only” which will give her 
50% of your FRA benefit amount (including 
COLA awarded since then). She should also 
ask for 6 months retroactive spouse benefits 


since she was eligible to do this at her FRA.

WARE -— Last week Boy Scouts 
from Troop 281 placed flag collec- 
tion boxes at locations around town 
in preparation for Flag Day. People 
can visit any of the locations and 
drop off their worn or damaged 
American Flags for proper retire- 
ment. 

For the last 10 years, Boy Scout 
Troop 281 has assisted veterans 
with Earle F. Howe American 
Legion Post 123 with the annual 
flag retirement program on held 
on Flag Day, June 14. Scoutmaster 
Dan Flynn said, “For a few years, 
Big Y has offered a collection bin, 
but since COVID-19, they no lon- 
ger do that.” 

The majority of the flags come 
from the various military organi- 
zations who replace the American 
flags in local cemeteries each year 
prior to Memorial Day. A new 
American Flag is placed at each 
veteran’s gravesite, and the Scout 
takes a moment to pause and 
reflect on the sacrifice that veteran 
made for their country. For years, 
local Boy Scouts and Cub Scouts 
have had the honor of assisting the 
VFW Post 2577, American Legion 
Post 123, AMVETS 2577 and oth- 
ers in the annual replacement of 
American Flags in Ware cemeter- 
ies. Over 3,000 flags are replaced 
each year at the cemeteries. 

For many of the Scouts, this 
act of patriotic service is part of 
their overall involvement in their 
community. “We have a half dozen 
Boy Scouts working on their 
Citizenship in the Community 
merit badge. The merit badge 
requires that the participating 
Scout perform eight hours of com- 
munity service. Mr. Stuart Beckley, 
the merit badge counselor, and 
myself, came up with a thought 
that each Scout would take the time 
to construct flag collection bins, 
place the bins in local business- 
es, maintain the bins, and by June 
13, remove and transport all of the 
collected flags to the American 
Legion Post,’ Flynn said. “On Flag 
Day, each would participate in the 
retirement ceremony...all of this 
effort would contribute to the hours 
needed for service.” 

He said that annually, the retire- 
ment ceremony would consist of 
4,000 to 5,000 collected flags.

State Fire Marshal offers 
summer fire safety tips 


State Fire Marshall Peter J. 
Ostroskey shared a number of fire 
safety tips to residents recently. 
“Between the pandemic and the 
long New England winter, we’re 
all itching to get outside and 
enjoy ourselves,” said Ostroskey. 
“Memorial Day weekend is a good 
time to prevent fires: tune up the 
grill; teach teens about gasoline 
safety; set up safe receptacles for 
smoking materials; and leave the 
fireworks to the professionals.” 


Grilling safety 

Between 2016 and 2020, 
Massachusetts fire departments 
responded to 427 fires involving 
grills, hibachis, and barbecues. 
These fires caused 15 civilian inju- 
ries, six firefighter injuries, and 
$4 million in property damage. 
In 2020 alone, there were 74 grill 
fires that injured one civilian, one 
firefighter and caused $454 million 
in estimated damages. 

State Fire Marshal Ostroskey 
offered these safety tips for grill- 
ing safety: 

- Always grill outdoors. 

- Place grills 10 feet away from 
the house and deck railings. Make 
sure grills are not under eaves or 
overhanging branches. 

- Do not use a gas or charcoal 
grill on any porch, balcony, or fire 
escape. 

- Gas grills can be used on first 
floor decks or patios, but only if 
there is an outdoor stairway to the 
ground, or it is at ground level. 

- Keep all matches, lighters and 
lighter fluid away from children. 

- Create a circle of safety. Keep 
children and pets three feet away 
from grills. Children should never 
play near grills. 

On April 25, 2020, at 3:52 p.m., 
the Littleton Fire Department 
was called to a gas grill fire in a 
one-family home. The homeowner 
started the grill on the rear deck 
and a while later noticed flames 
coming out the bottom. She went 
over to shut the LP tank off and 
burned her hands. The fire coming 
out the back of the grill ignited 
the exterior wall of the home and 
caused $75,000 in damage. 

On May 30, 2020, the 
Lunenburg Fire Department 
responded to a gas grill fire in a 
two-family home at 5 p.m. The 
grill was on a patio and ignited the 
exterior wall of the home causing 
$115,000 in damages. It spread 
to a nearby home causing anoth- 
er $1,000 in estimated damage. 
Smoke alarms alerted the resi- 
dents. 

On Aug. 5, 2020, at 8:21 p.m., 
the Revere Fire Department 
responded to a gas grill fire in a 
two-family home. The grill was on 
a third-floor porch and ignited the 
wall, causing $110,000 in damage. 
Smoke alarms operated but the 
home did not have fire sprinklers. 

On Sept. 13, 2020, the 
Plymouth Fire Department 
responded to a grill fire on 
the back deck of a single-fami- 
ly home. Working smoke alarms 
alerted the residents and no one 
was injured at this fire. The home 
had no fire sprinklers and damages 
were estimated at $110,000. 


Charcoal grills 

Propane is the most common 
grilling fuel, but many people use 
charcoal grills. Here are some 
charcoal grill safety tips: 

- Only use charcoal starter fluid. 
Do not use gasoline or kerosene to 
Start a fire in a grill. 

- Never add lighter fluid to 
burning briquettes or hot coals. 
Doing so may cause a flash fire 
and result in serious burn injuries. 

- Charcoal briquettes give off 
carbon monoxide, a colorless, 
odorless gas that can be deadly. 
Always use charcoal grills out- 


doors in a well-ventilated area. 
Never use charcoal grills indoors. 

- For proper disposal of grill 
ashes, allow the coals to burn out 
completely and then cool for 48 
hours before disposal. 

- If you must dispose of ashes 
before they are completely cooled, 
thoroughly soak them in water 
before putting them in a metal 
container. 


Gasoline and lawnmowers 

“Is your teenager finally old 
enough to mow the lawn? Then 
be sure to discuss gasoline safety 
at the same time; talk about why it 
is important to let the engine cool 
before refueling,’ Ostroskey said. 
Gasoline vapors are highly flam- 
mable and refueling a hot motor 
can ignite them. Gasoline spilled 
onto clothing can give off vapors 
until completely dry and be ignit- 
ed by any heat source. Gasoline 
vapors can travel a long distance 
to find an ignition source, which 
is why gasoline cannot be stored 
inside the house. In the past five 
years (2016-2020), 338 lawn 
mower fires caused one civilian 
death, three civilian injuries, four 
fire service injuries and an estimat- 
ed dollar loss of $1.6 million. 

- Store gasoline outside only in 
approved containers. 

- Keep gasoline away from all 
heat sources, such as smoking 
materials, pilot lights, campfires, 
and grills. 

- Refuel a cooled lawn mower. 
Never refill while it is hot. 

- Keep hands and feet away 
from a mower while it is running. 

On May 20, 2020, the Charlton 
Fire Department was called to a 
riding lawn mower fire. The owner 
stated that he had just given it a 
tune up and was mowing the lawn 
when he saw flames coming out 
from under the hood. 

On May 30, 2020, at 7:35 p.m., 
the Leominster Fire Department 
responded to a lawn mower fire 
in a back yard. The lawn mower 
backfired as it was being shut 
down and caught fire. 

On July 24, 2020, at 12:51 
p.m., the Northbridge Fire 
Department responded to a garden 
tractor fire in a backyard. The gas 
tank had recently been filled and 
the fire started shortly after start- 
ing. 


Gasoline and outdoor fires 

“Never use gasoline to start a 
campfire or add it to any indoor 
or outdoor fire,’ said Ostroskey. 
“We have had so many injuries 
this year from people mishandling 
gasoline and other flammable liq- 
uids.” In the past five years (2016 
— 2020), Massachusetts hospitals 
have reported treating 137 peo- 
ple with serious burn injuries from 
gasoline. 

On Friday, July 24, 2020, a 
43-year old Lanesborough woman 
was severely burned over 70% of 
her body surface area when pour- 
ing gasoline onto a campfire. 

On Sunday, July 19, 2020, 
a 39-year old Lawrence woman 
received burns to multiple parts of 
her body when someone poured 
gasoline onto a barbeque. 


Smoking safety 

Smoking was the leading cause 
of fire deaths in Massachusetts last 
year, and there have been many 
fires this spring from improper- 
ly discarded smoking materials on 
porches and in backyards. These 
fires can smolder undetected for 
a long time and when they erupt 
into flames, they travel fast. If they 
start on the exterior of the building, 
these fires can get a strong hold 
before the interior smoke alarms 
start to warn anyone of the danger. 

“Tf you allow smoking on your 
property, provide appropriate 


receptacles for discarding smok- 
ing materials: a deep ashtray, a 
can with sand or water. Don’t let 
people toss smoking materials into 
the mulch, leaves, grass, potted 
plants or other containers that can 
catch fire. Don’t let them stub them 
out on the porch railing or stairs,” 
said Ostroskey. “Be a responsible 
smoker. Remember to put it out, all 
the way, every time.” 

On Feb., 2021, at 12:30 a.m., 
the Milford Fire Department 
responded to a fire at a single-fam- 
ily home. The fire was started by a 
cigarette on a rear porch. Two peo- 
ple were injured at this fire. Smoke 
alarms alerted the occupants. The 
home did not have sprinklers and 
damages were estimated to be 
$270,000. 

On March 18, 2021, the Carlisle 
Fire Department was called to a 
smoking fire in a single-family 
home. A cigarette ignited a porch 
rug. Smoke alarms alerted the 
occupants and no one was injured. 
There were no fire sprinklers and 
damages were estimated to be 
$110,000. 

On April 19, 2020 a fire in 
two apartment buildings in New 
Bedford killed two men, ages 40 
and 49. It also displaced 40 other 
residents of two buildings. The 
fire was started in an alley way 
by smoking materials that were 
dropped from an upper floor land- 
ing in and igniting trash and debris 
near a dumpster. 


Fireworks fires increase 

“The possession and use of all 
fireworks by private citizens is ille- 
gal in Massachusetts,” Ostroskey 
said. This includes sparklers, party 
poppers, snappers, firecrackers and 
cherry bombs, and more. “Leave 
fireworks to the professionals, and 
enjoy supervised displays,’ he 
said. “It is illegal to purchase fire- 
works in another state and trans- 
port them into or possess them in 
Massachusetts,” he added. Last 
year, fires from fireworks increased 
180% from 2019. 

Around 11 p.m. on June 
14, 2020, the Worcester Fire 
Department responded to a fire in a 
three-decker started by illegal fire- 
works. People were shooting off 
fireworks in the neighborhood and 
one landed on and ignited the roof. 
Eleven people were displaced from 
their home. Smoke alarms failed to 
operate and damages were estimat- 
ed to be $145,739. 

On Monday Aug. 10, 2020, 
the Orange Fire Department and 
several surrounding communities 
responded to a brush fire on Tully 
Mountain in Orange. It took sev- 
eral days to put out in the rugged 
terrain amid hot and humid weath- 
er. Remnants of fireworks and a 
campfire were found at the seat of 
the fire. 

On July 20, 2020, at 12:30 p.m., 
a 43-year old Turners Falls man 
suffered a serious leg injury from 
illegal fireworks. 

On July 9, 2019, a 4-year old 
Boston girl grabbed a burning 
sparkler that someone else was 
holding and received burns to her 
left hand. 

In the past decade (2011-2020), 
there have been 941 major fires 
and explosions involving illegal 
fireworks in Massachusetts. These 
incidents resulted in 12 civilian 
injuries, 42 fire service injuries and 
an estimated dollar loss of $2.1 
million. 


Burn first aid 

- Stop, drop, cover and roll to 
extinguish a clothing fire. 

- Cool a burn. For minor burns, 
run cool water over the burn 
immediately. 

- Seek emergency medical help 
immediately for more serious 
burns. Call 9-1-1.

NEW BRAINTREE — Two- 
hundred and sixteen recruits 
reported to the Massachusetts 
State Police Academy in New 
Braintree Monday to begin 21 
weeks of intensive training in a 
variety of policing skills and aca- 
demic subjects. 

The MSP’s 86th Recruit 
Training Troop will undergo 
classroom and field instruction in 
police procedure, criminal law, 
ethics, defensive tactics, de-escala- 
tion tactics, physical training, fire- 
arms training, emergency vehicle 
Operation, communications skills, 


and other relevant topics. 

Recruits live at the Academy 
during the week and return 
home on weekends. Their train- 
ing is conducted by a cadre 
of drill instructors under the 
MSP’s Division of Standards and 
Training, as well as outside sub- 
ject matter experts who provide 
classroom instruction in special- 
ized topics. 

Following their Academy 
graduation this fall, members 
of the Recruit Training Troop 
will undergo an additional three 
months of field training, during 


which each recruit will be part- 
nered with a veteran Trooper. The 
new Troopers, post-graduation, 
will also return to the Academy for 
additional specialized instruction. 
New troopers serve in a pro- 
bationary status for one year after 
their Academy graduation.

A focus on women 


“We are honoring Cindi’s wish to commemorate the 
efforts of women who supported and worked alongside 
the men in service to our country, especially during 
war time,” Bullock said. 

Throughout history women have assisted the war 
efforts in many ways, including 400 women who 
served as secret soldiers in the Civil War, and about 
6,000 women were nurses the Union Army, she said. 

There were also more than 220 women known 
as “Hello Girls” who served overseas as bilingual, 
French-speaking telephone operators in the trenches. 

During World War I, the creation of the Women’s 
Army Corps was one of the most dramatic events in 
American history, she said, allowing women to work 
in military intelligence, cryptography and parachute 
rigging. A little over a month after D-Day, some of 
their members landed on Utah beach where they slept 
in tents and worked as telephone operators, typists and 


clerks. 


Bullock said women have served the country in the 
Armed Forces since the Revolutionary War, sometimes 
having to pretend to be a man, and filling many roles 
throughout the years. 

Gobi said women veterans are the fastest growing 
group among veterans, making up as much as 40% of 
the veteran population. 

“Ware has a rich history from the colonial wars 


through the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan,” 


Theroux. “Let us all honor and remember all those 


said 


men and women from Ware who served and made the 
ultimate sacrifice, and some of these heroes whose 
remains have not been recovered or lost at sea. Let 
us not forget the 2,665 Massachusetts residents unac- 
counted from World War II, the 14 Massachusetts 
residents unaccounted for from the Korean War, the 
23 Massachusetts residents unaccounted for the war 
in Vietnam, and for the two Massachusetts residents 
unaccounted for from the Cold War.’ 

“On this 153rd anniversary of “Decoration Day,” let 
us be honor and remember those 16 million American 
men and women who served during World War II,” 
Theroux said. “Without their service and sacrifice, we 
would not have the freedom and liberty that far too 
many Americans unfortunately take for granted. Let 
us keep those Americans actively serving in the United 
States military in our thoughts and prayers for their 
safety, and also thank their family members for their 
sacrifice as their loved ones continue to keep America 


free.”
